DETAILED ACTION 

The claims 1-12, 18 and 21-27 are considered allowable. The IDS filed on 
January 20, 201 1 has been fully considered. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The invention relates to stable topical nanoparticulate spironolactone formulation 
comprising nanoparticles of spironolactone incorporated into a crystalline network of 
polar lipids, wherein the nanoparticles of spironolactone have a mean diameter 
measured by photon correlation spectroscopy in the range of from about 300 nm to 900 
nm. The closest prior art is Stefano, et al. The above formulation is neither taught nor 
suggested by the prior art.
